‘ I have four Mi nothing and as 
far as I know none of the other 
men who examined the papers 
last night found anything that 
would alter our advance im pres­ 
sion that the papers would serve 
chiefly to round out matters of 
interest to historians." 
Robert Todd Lincoln, son of the 
l.ineoln Parentage 
G reat Em ancipator, who collected 
the papers at the W hite House after 
his 
fath er was 
assassinated, left 
them sealed a t his d ea th w ith the 
proviso th a t they should 
not 
be 
opened for 21 years. 
T h a t period expired a t m idnight 
and it was Just one m inute after 
th a t hour th a t the collection was 
removed from five safes and given 
to 30 experts to exam ine 
Basler said nothing was found th at 
would im plicate any m em ber of L in­ 
coln's cabinet in the plot to assassin­ 
ate him . He said there was only in ­ 
direct reference to stories question­ 
ing Lincoln’s parentage.

As m ore th a n IOO Lincoln scholars, 
new spaperm en, newsreel and radio 
m en w aited a t the Library- for the 
double safes to be opened last m id­ 
night.

very few from Lincoln to tile gen­ 
erals. M any of the letters bore h u ­ 
m orous endorsem ents. A letter from 
one general com plained th a t a C on­ 
federate naval vessel was shelling 
his troops. 
Lincoln endorsed th is one: "R e- 
le r to N eptune and M ars.” 
M ast of 
the letters 
were from 
G eneral Ulysses S. G ra n t, who head ­ 
ed the Union forces in final victory. 
Several were from G eneral George 
B. M cClellan during the indecisive 
P eninsular cam paign

old th in g —nobody ever did right by 
him ." 
No "Bixby Letter" 
Basler said th e re w as no sign of 
th e original tex t of Lincoln’s fam ed 
"Bixby letter," w hich he described 
as "the one thing we would rath e r 
have found of all. b u t w hich we 
really did not hope to find." 
T he Bixby letter was a note from 
Lincoln to a M rs. Bixby in Boston 
expressing sym pathy ever the loss 
of her five sons in battle.

Expect 1946 Apple 
Price To Prevail 


‘'Commercial growers of apples will 
probably receive prices about as high 
as those received for the 1946 crop’’ 
the U. S Department of Agriculture 
recently announced. 
• Because of severe frost damage in 
May less than half an average com ­ 
mercial apple crop is expected in the 
South Atlantic states However, the 
crop in all other important com ­ 
mercial apple-growing regions is ex­ 
pected to be near average or larger. 
Compared to last year s crop, pro­ 
duction this year is indicated to be 
IO per cent larger in Western and 
Central states, about 4 per cent 
smaller in the North Atlantic states, 
and 61 per cent smaller in the South 
Atlantic states. Total production in 
all commercial areas is estim ated at 
111.174.000 bushels, only 2 per cent 
less than the 1936-45 average of 112,- 
896.000 bushels but 7 per cent less 
than the 1946 crop.

It may Interest you to know th at 
tine am m eter doesn’t indicate the 
full output of the generator, nor full 
discharge when the engine is ru n ­ 
ning, Its function is to record the 
excess of charging, over the dis­ 
charge.

Are New Plugs Right? 
There is a fairly simple way to tell 
whether the new spark plugs in the 
engine are suited to its tem peram ent, 
and you should make the check-up 
whenever changing plugs. After a 
few hundred miles the new plugs 
will take on a coloring Indicative of 
j their ability to cope with the en­ 
gine’s peculiar characteristics. First 
warm up the plygs by running the 
engine awhile at a car speed of 
around 35 miles per hour. and don’t 


J let the engine Idle. Next unscrew 
the plugs and examine them. Black­ 
ened cores mean th a t the plugs are 
of too cold a type, while a whitish 
core or insulator m eans th at the 
plugs are too hot. If the plugs are 
just right for the engine they will 
have the characteristic light brown 


j coloring indicating normalcy. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
“W hether the crankshaft has to be 
taken out of a motor in order to re­ 
place main bearings isn’t always a 
m atter of knowing the make and 
year of car Involved but may be a 
question of the particular model. 
I have in mind the lower priced 
model of one popular make of car 
which carries an engine th a t doesn't 
go by the rules th at apply to Its 
bigger brother. Not taking this into 
consideration has lured many own­ 
ers, and some mechanics, Into doing 
a lot of extra work. 
“On another line of cars there is 
a difference in the oil pressure re­ 
lief valve which can lead to trouble 
lf not understood. On one model 
the valve spring to adjustable while 
on the other it must be replaced lf 
too strong or too weak. Watch these 
little differences. They can cause a 
lot of trouble.” 
Spongy Brakes—And Why 
One of the common causes of a 


j spongy brake pedal is failure to ad- 
J Just tile brake shoes properly. O le 
owner, however, was fooled because 
lie was trying to adjust the shoes 
against drum s th a t had been cut 
down twice. H ieir stock was so thin 
it immediately warped again, thus 
causing the shoes to make anything 
but smooth engagement. 
Sometimes tthc trouble is at the 
ends of the brake lining where a 


vaseline on the shaft will help check 
j such wear, 
Like Old Man River 
The trick in making good time 
while traveling is not to stop, It isn't 
a m atter of high speed as too many 
people imagine. 
I know a driver who always makes 
exceptionally good time simply be­ 
cause he never takes time out to 
cat., buy gas or rest. All this to taken ! 
care of before he starts or after he 
arrives. Of course he doesn't get 
much enjoym ent out of being at the 
wheel, and I think he misses hall i 
the tilings worth f eeing en route.' 
But for time-saving in an emergency I 
his plan is the answer. And of course 
it to much safer than stopping a lot 
and trying to make up for lost time 
In between.
